Chemist Teichmann Will 
Prosecute Dairymen. 


WILL NOT DISCLOSE NAMES 


SAYS HE HAS DISCOVERED HALF 
DOZEN INSTANCES OF FRAUD. 


Will Also Prosecute 
Who 


Milk Inspector 

Dairymen and Dealers 

Have Not Taken Out 
Licenses. 


City Chemist Teichmann, who is also 
| milk inspector, stated to the Post-Dispateh 
at noon Tuesday that he had discovered a 
half dozen instances where dairymen were 
furnishing impure milk to city institu- 
tions and that he would institute proceed- 
ings against them in the police courts at 
once. ; 

He declined to make public the names of 
the dairymen before he filed them with 
the public prosecutors. 

Incidentally Dr. Teichmann stated that 
he would file today information against 175 
dairymen for police prosecution because 
they had failed to register in accordance 
with the provisions of the new milk law. 

The law provides that each of St. Louis’ 
400 dairymen and also each of the 4000 milk 
dealers in St. Louis shall register and take 
out a license. 

The fact that only 225 dairymen and no 
dealers have registered up to date, has 
elicited adverse criticism of Dr.Teichmann’'s 
administration of the milk department from 
Dr. Chapman and othors connected with 
the health department.’ 

The Board of Health has learned that an 
opinion .freom City Counselor Bates holds 
that as, milk inspector Dr.Teichmann ts sub- 
ject to its supervision, and it is announced 
that the board will take up the matter of a 
rigid enforcement of the milk ordinance at 
its next meeting. 


WILL ACT HIMSELF. 

Dr. Teichmann says this will be unneéc- 
as he proposes to enforce the law 
rigidly himself. It was he who secured 
the opinion from City Counsellor Bates 
and he says he is ready to explain to the 
board what he has done and his reasons 
for not doing more. 

The ordinance, passed Aug. 27, Dr. Teich- 
mann says, was not effective for 10 days 
and then gave the dairymen and dealers 
30 days in which to register. 

Dr. Teichmann says he decided to at- 
tempt to get the dairymen to register first 
and take hold of the dealers later. He 
sent postals, he says, to each of the 400 
dairymen and for a time they began to 
comply with the law in such numbers as 
to indicate that they would all be registered 
in a short time. 

When License Collector Clifford dated 
their licenses from Jan. 1, 1903, Dr. Teich- 
mann says, the dairymen evidently thought 
it might not be necessary to secure licenses 
until that time. This, he says, may ac- 
count for the recent slump in dairymen’s 
registration. 


WILL NOTIFY DEALERS. 

Now that the matter has been taken up 
by Dr. Chapman, Dr. Teichmann has de- 
cided to forestall further criticism by in- 
stituting prosecutions against the 175 de- 
linquent dairymen to force them to take 
out licenses. 

He says that he will ‘also, at once notify 
all dealers in milk to take out licenses 
promptly under penalty of prosecution. 

The office is now in complete operation, 
the doctor states, but has been so for only 
two weeks. Prior to that time there was 
no appropriation to carry out the provi- 
gions of the ordinance. An appropriation 
of $8000 was available then, he explains, and 
the inspectors were put to work. 

The necessity of securing proper inspec- 
tion methods also delayed the inaugura- 
tion of the milk inspection. 

Now he eays the city has been divided 
into eight milk Inspection districts and 
two inspectors are constantly at work se- 
curing samples, while others do the test- 
ing. 

Out of the first 30 tests made siy were 
found to show impure milk, the doctor 
states.

Philip Stock, who described himself asi

Stock 
then went on to describe the deal made for 
passing the bill.

THE SOUTHWEST 


OKLAHOMA AND INDIAN TERRI- 
TORY TO BE COMBINED. 


VOTE OF SENATE COMMITTEE 


Senator Quay Opposed the Measure, as 
Did the Democrats of the 
Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The majority of 
the commission on territories has agreed 
to report a bill for the admission of Okla- 
homa anid Indian Territory as one state, 
under the name of Oklahoma. New Mexico 
ami Arizona are not in the bill. 

The bill authorizes the inhabitants of the 
two territories to adopt a state constitution 
defining the status of the Indians as fol- 
lows: 


“Nothing contained in the said constitu- 
tion shall be construed to limit or impair 
the rights of person or property pertaining 
to tne Indians of sail territories so shall 
as such rights shall remain unextingnished, 
or to limit or affect the authority of the 
government of ihe United States to make 
any law or regulation respecting such In- 
dians, their lands, property or other rights, 
whi would have been competent to 

-this-act had never passed.’ 

ang are made eligible to become dele- 

Ss to the eonstitutional convention: the 
statehood convention is to be held at the 
seat of government in Oklahoma ‘Terri- 
tory. Among the. declarations prescribed 
for the proposed state is one “forever pro- 
hibiting polygamous or plural marriages.’’ 

The new state is to be allowed four rep- 
resentatives In Congress until the next 
census and also two WUnited States sen- 

ators; the state is to be divided into two 
judicial districts. 

The constitutional convention is empow- 
ered to divide Indian Territory and the 
land comprised tn the Osage and Kaw res- 
ervations into counties, the number being 
limited to 24. 

The votes of all the Republican members 
except Senator Quay were cast for the bill! 
and of aH the Democratic members 
against it. Senator Quay voted hes the 
Democrats. The vote stood 6 to 

Quay favored the omnibus bill, 
ting all of the territories.

AGREED ON ACTION. 


The Last of the Outlaw Brothers No 
Longer a Dreaded Criminal and 
Will Be Permitted to Return 
to Missouri.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 3.—Cole Younger, 
the last of the outlaw brothers, will be 
given a full pardon when the state board 
of pardons meets in January- 

lt is known that the members of the 
board have informaliy agreed to this as 
the best means of detracting from a con- 
Sstantiy recurring sensation, and for the 
reason that his further detention can ac- 
complish no good. 

He is no longer a dreaded criminal and 
never will be. He !s unable to support 
himself, and it is argued that if his friends 
In Missour! want to assume this responsi- 
bility the state would be relieved of pub- 
LC % caring for him. 

There has been no application yet filed 
for his pardon, but it is understood one 
has been prepared and will be filed with- 
in the 10 days limit before the board meets. 
While the cases of Jim and Cole Younger 
are not alike, the latter being the stronger 
and more optimistic, there are apprehen- 
S.ons that continual disappointment at not 
being wholly. freed may affect his mind, 
and as such a contingency may possibly be 
averted by his return to Missouri, there is 
&@ genera) sentiment occas his pardon. 

ince .the self-inflicted death of James 
Younger a few weeks ago, there has been 
& material increase of sentiment in favor 
of oe gg Cole absolute freedom. It is 
generally known that the greatest desire 
of Cole Younger’s life is that he may be 
permitted to spend the balance of his days 
in Missouri, although he says but little 
about it—meekly submitting to the dictates 
of Minnesota law. 

The death of Jim. has helped Cole's | 
cnances in another way. The people of 
Minnesota had become imbued with the 
idea that in Missouri the Youngers were 
regarded more or less as heroes and not 
as criminals deserving punishment. Mis- 
sourl papers containing accounts of the 
bringing home of Jim Younger’s body and 
the funeral at.Lee’s Summit were eagerly 
read here and the version given by them 
of that affair have convinced M!nnesota 
that some false notions had been held in 
tne past.

APPEAL MAY ACT AS A STAY. 


CIVIL DISABILITY IS A PART OF 
PUNISHMENT. 


Attorneys F. N. Judson and F. W. Leh- 
mann Controvert. Opinion of 
Judge Ryan, Who Refused 
Butler as Bondsman. 


Since Judge O'Neil Ryan of the Crim- 
inal division of the Circuit Court decided 
that, because he is under sentence of im- 
Pprisonment, no further bonds would or 
could be accepted from Edward Butler, St. 
Louis lawyers have discussed the question 
whether, under the law, those men recent- 
ly convicted on charges growing out of the 
boodle investigation are deprived of their 
civil rights. 

Opinion seems general among the legal 
fraternity that in all such cases an appea: 
acts as a supersedeas to the sentence, and 
that the stay of execution is virtually ex- 
tended up to the time of the final decision 
of the Supreme Court. 

This being the case, the contention is 
made that no person convicted of a felony 
suffers the loss of any privilege of citizen- 
ship until he has formally entered upon 
his term of imprisonment, 

Section 2382 reads as follows: 

“A sentence of imprisonnient for a term 
less than life suspends all civil rights of 
the persons so sentenced during the term 
thereof and forfeits all public offices and 
trusts, authority and er; and the per- 
s0n sentenced to ouch imprisonment for 
=. shall thereafter be deemed , civilly 

ead.”’ 

From this it will be noticed that the 
statute expressly provides that the loss 
of any civil right shall not become effec- 
tive excent ‘‘during the term thereof,” re- 
ferring to the sentence of the convicted 
person. 

ATTORNEY JUDSON DOUBTFUL. 

Attorney F. N. Judson dictated for the 
Post-Dispatch the following statement 
relative to the matter: 

“While I have not examined the statute 
vncoda inn I am inclined to thin 
suepension of civil rights in the case 
one sertenced to the penitentiary is oper- 
ative only during his term of imprison- 
ment, and not before. It is a part of the 
unishment, and therefore it does not go 
nto effect where an ap is taken and 
the operation of the sentence is suspended 
pending the appeal. 

‘There is no attainder under our law, 
and the only civil death provided for is 
that in the case of a convict —e 
for life. This seems to have n the 
view of the Supreme Court in the case of 
Williams vs. Shackleford, 97 Mo. 3222, in 
construing this statutory provision for the

“To deprive a man of his civi] rights is 
in itself part of the punishment that ac- 
companies the conviction. , 

‘There can be no punishment or penalty 
imposed until such time as the case is 
brought to an ultimate conclusion in the 


courts. 

“Civil rights,"’ within the meaning.of the 
statute, consist of the ordinary preroga- 
tives of a citizen, namely, the right to vote, 
to execute commercial transactions, par- 
ticipate in legislation, and to individually 
conduct one’s own property affairs. 

MAY SERVE AS WITNESS. 

Doprived of them, a prisoner hag not the 
right to make contracts, though he had 
$1,000,000 credited te him on deposit. 

He could, however, serve as a witness, as 
was shown recently in the United States 
Court, when two prisoners were taken from 
the penitentiary at Jefferson City to testify 
in a case on trial before Judge Adama. 

Judge Ryan's ruling was occasioned by 
the application of Ed Butler to go on the 
bond of Charles Gutke, former member of 
the House of Delegates, under indictment 
on charges of bribery and perjury.

After the application had been presented 
Circuit Attorney Folk called attention to

Judge Ryan asked Mr. Folk ff he had 
looked a 4 the matter and the latter replied 
that he had. 

Thereupon Judge Ryan eald: ‘As matters 
stand at this time (referring to the sen- 
tence imposed on Butler at Columbia) I am 
compelled to refuse to take Mr. Butler on 
this bond. 

“However, I do not want this statement 
to be concluded as a final decision in the 
matter. If Mr. Butler will have a lawyer 
come here, I shall be glad to hear argu- 
ments on both sides and then make a de 
cisive ys 

Butler did not do as suggested, and hence 
the temporary decision of Judge Ryan 
served to exclude him from the privilege 
of serving as Gutke’s surety. 


USE PROBABLY WILL SHORT- 


RESOLUTION IS PREPARED. 


Regarded as Necessary in Order to 
- Complete Proceedings Before Short 
Session Ends, 


WASHINGTON, Deco. 8—Congressman 
Olmstead of Pennsylvania, chairman of 
the House elections committee No. 2, has 
promised the attorneys of George C. R. 
Wagoner that he will introduce a resolu- 
tion in the House authorizing a rapid 
proceeding to oust James J. Butler as the 
representative of the Twelfth Missouri dis- 
trict, 

According to the resolution, each side 
will nave 15 days for taking testimony and 
the contestee will have five days to-file a 
reply, 

This is regarded as necessary in order 
to complete ‘he contest before the shert 
session adjourns. 


The notice of contest specifies the charges 
of fraud. It alleges that when all of the 
fraudulent votes have been rejected, @& 
larga majority of the legal votes in the 
district will be found for Mr. Wagoner, the 
contestant; that more than 600 legally reg- 
istered voters were refused the privilege of 
voting by the judges and cl ‘of .e] 
tion; that more than 10,000 illegal ifPiots 
were received and counted by the ks 
and judges for Butler; that the parties 
casting these illegal ballots were not resi- 
dents of the city of St. Louis, but had as- 
sumed the names of voters who were dead 
or had removed from the city, or who had 
never existed, the names being registered 
from immoral houses, saloons, stables and 
vacant lots; that the names of more than 
2000 legal voters of the district had been 
wrongfully and illegally stricken from the 
registration lists. \ ° 

It is charged that more than 100 ballots 
in each precinct of the district were re- 
turned and counted for Butler, when, in 
truth, the parties whose names were 80 
voted had either removed from the district 
or were dead or had never existed; illegal 
votes were counted for the contestee, But- 
ler, in the different wards of the district aa 
follows: One hundred and fifty votes in the 
Firat precinct of the Fourth ward, 400 votes 
in the Second precinct of the of the Fourth, 
200 in the Third precinct, 200 in the Fourth 
Thee gg 800 in the Fifth precinct, 100 in the 

ixth precinct, 300 in the Seventh precinct, 
2.0 in the Eighth precinct and 200 in the

e Twelfth precinct of the

It is further charged that in the Fourth, 
Fifth, Sixth Thirteenth, Fourteenth, 
Twenty-second and Twenty-fourth wards, 
in nearly all of the precincts, the judges 
and clerks of election officiating at the 
poiling places were.in a conspiracy, the 
purpose of which was to make the returns 
of election show a large majority in favor 
of Butler, and to this end the judges and 
clerks permitted repeaters to cast fraudu-

cincts. 
It is charged in this connection that the 


judges and clerks made no attempt to count 
and canvass the votes polled in these pre- 
cincts, but made up and certified to re- 
turns, giving Butler a large piurality in 
each precinct, without regard to the votes 
cast. The contestant asserts that a legal 
and correct count of the ballots will show 
that he received a majority of all of the 
votes cast in these precincts. t is also 
onarges that in these precincts a large 
number of ballots were placed in the box 
by persons in the conspiracy, without their 
having been offered either by levitimate 
voters of by repeaters. The first precinct 
o fthe Twenty-second ward is cited as an 
fllustration, In that precinct there were 
$95. votes counted for Butler, eight for 
WwW ner and one for H. H. , a total 
of votes, while as a matter of fact the 
total registered vote of the precinct was 
but 208. 
The contestant asserts that the Nesbit 
law, under which the election was held, 
an unfair and partisan law contrived and 
enacted and used to cheat and defwud the 
candidates of the Republican pa of thelr 
just rights and privileges at public eleo- 
tions, and was so used to cheat and de- 
fraud this contestant, and that the law was 
used to secure Butler’s election and return 
to Congress.

After thet he 
rode Several winners, but as Oliver did not 
have many horses and did not give him 
much chance, he sought his release. 

Under McCormick's guidance Gannon im- 
proved rapidly. His new employer realized 
that the boy was quick at the post and a 
Strong, hustling jockey—the kind that ride 
well in short dashes and handle:two-year- 
olds to great advantage. So McCormick 
ut him up on G Whittier, a sluggish, 
ard horse to ride, and told him to bring 
him home first. Gannon did not fail. and 
| had as much to do with bringing about one 
of L. V. uw... 8 great “coups” of the season 
as the trainer and horse. 

It was while riding at the Aqueduct track 
that James Rowe, J. Keene's trainer, 
Was attracted to him.

The meeting was addressed by Mr. yew 
S. Johns for the Post-Dispatch, hy Aly + 
of the former Christmas work done by tne 
Post-Dispatch and the philanthropic men 
ang women of St. Louls. 

Mr. Johns said, in part: saa 

“The object of the Christmas festival 1s 
to provide good cheer for those who other- 
wise would have none. The first Christ- 
mas festival was held in 1900, when an 
effort was made to provide a Christmas 
dinner for the flotsam and jetsam of hu- 
manity outside of institutions who were 
without Christmas joy. 

‘‘Between six and seven thousand were 
dined and entertained at that first festival. 
It was such a success that the Post-D'is- 
patch was asked to repeat the festival the 
first year of the new century. That was 
done. 


NEED SOUGHT OUT. 
“By means of the missions, charitable as- 
sociations and the police, the needy were 


sought out and found, and Christian cheer 
provided for them at the Coliseum. To 
those who were unable to come to the hall 
because of sickness, baskets of food were 
sent. Nearly fifteen hundred baskets were 
delivered. . 

“The Christmas festival,”’ he said, ‘is in- 
tended to be an act of hospitality, and not 
an act of charity, in which those who have 
plenty act as hosts and hostesses to those 
who for the time being have not. For tlfts 
reason each vear a reception committee of 
ladies has assisted in the general welcome 
to the Coliseum, 

“Because they added so much to the suc- 
cess of the festival, it was thought th's 
year that a committee composed entirely of 
adies to act in conjunction with the ex- 
ecutive committee would be of incalculable 
assistance.
